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mTRODUCTION. 



A LETTER written by an individual is a valuable 
factor in determining his adaptability to business. 

If the letter is incorrectly arranged, it indicates a 
want of acquaintance with accepted business forms ; 
if the writing is bad, it shows that the accounts which 
he would be called upon to render would not be pre- 
sentable ; but if the spelling is bad, it at once decides 
the question of desirability against the applicant. 

In England it is reported that at a recent exam- 
ination of candidates for Public Service, nineteen- 
twentieths of the class failed in spelling, and an Edu- 
cational Report of that country says : " Spelling is not 
what it should be. What we want is to teach spell- 
ing, and not merely to practise spelling." 

Civil Service examination papers in this country 
also show a remarkable deficiency in this important 
study. 

Correct spelling is, therefore, a requisite which evi- 
dently cannot be obtained by the old spelling methods. 
The situation requires a text-book by which spelling 
may be taught, and this educational demand is met 
by the New-Method Speller, 

It is claimed for this text-book that its methods 
of presentation not only produce better results than 
can be obtained by any other means, but that by its 
use the Teacher is aided in the exercise of his own 
individual aptness in English instruction.

SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS. 



The words of the New-Meihod Speller are arranged 
in accordance with the laws of association. 

The primitive word, which is printed in broad- 
faced type, forms a key to the meaning of each de- 
rivative word which follows it, and the student is 
assisted further by having the primitive word divided 
into syllables and furnished with its proper accent. 
To reap the full benefit of this book, each recitation 
should be a combination of oral and written work. 
The primitive word should be pronounced and ex- 
plained by the teacher, and a student required to 
state orally all of its given derivatives. Other 
students should express the various modifications 
of the primitive, in form and meaning, when com- 
bined with its several prefixes and sufi^xes. The 
class should then be required to write such words 
as the teacher may select. Original investigation by 
students may be cultivated by encouraging them to 
supply additional derivative words, which the prefix 
and sufi^x tables, with the rules of spelling, enable 
them to form. 

Students, by this method, learn the correct pro- 
nunciation and meaning of primitive and derivative 
words, obtain a knowledge of the different elemental 
parts of words and of the ideas which they represent, 
and thus acquire the ability to use words intelligently 
both in speaking and writing.

A GROSS (+) represents so much of the primitive 
word as is printed in heavy type, and a star (*) rep- 
resents the entire word ; thus, if the primitive word 
be prolbuncls *ly would represent profoundly and

The distance of the star (*) from the remainder of 
the derivative will show how the word should be 
written, whether solid or with an intervening space ; 
thus, if the primitive be life, *like, *-preserver, 
* insurance, would respectively represent Zty^like, 
^ty^-preserver, life insurance. 

The accent of <he primitive should be retained on 
the same syllable of each of its following deriva- 
tives, except when the derivative is enclosed within 
curves ( ), as shown in the first line of Lesson 
XLVI. 

An indented line refers to the primitive of the pre- 
ceding line, as illustrated in the eighth line of Lesson 
XXXIV. 

Parallels (||) are used to indicate that in the 
following derivatives the primitive is used with a 
different meaning, as exhibited in the fifth line of 
Lesson XLIII.

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RULES FOR SPELLING. 

The following rules will assist the student in the formation of many 
words. 

(1) A monosyllable ending with a single consonant (except 
h and x), preceded by a single vowel, doubles the final con- 
sonant before a suffix beginning with a vowel; as, blot+ed'^ 
hloUedj plan-^ed—plannedj run-\-ing='rvnning. 

Words of more than one syllable, if accented on the last syl- 
lable, are included under the above rule, except when the 
addition of the suffix changes the position of the accent ; as, 
admit^ + ance = admU^tance, confer^ + cd = confer^red, cortfer^ + ence 
= conference. 

Exceptions : chagrin' + 0d «■ chagrin'ed, infer' •{■ able «- inferrable, 

(2) Words ending with a double consonant retain both con- 
sonants when receiving a suffix ; as, ebb +ing = ebbing, will + fid 
= vnUfulf drill -\-ed = drilled. 

Note 1. -To avoid a triple consonant one / is dropped from derivatire 
words formed by the addition of the suffix ly to primitive words ending 
in U ; as, fuU + ly =fuUy, squall -\-ly = squally. 

Note 2.—AU and full when used as parts of a word usually drop 
one / ; as, all + toays = always, faith -\-fuU=faahful, fuU+fiU = fulfill. 

Exceptions : carry + att = carryall, full + ness == fullness, full + grown — 
full-grown. 

(3) Words ending with a silent e usually omit it before a 
suffix beginning with a vowel ; as, tnove + ed = moved, trouble + ing 
= trovhliiig. 

Exceptions: dye + ing =^ dyeing (coloring), to distinguish this word 
from die + ing = dying (expiring) ; and singe + ing = singeing (scorching), 
to distinguish it from sing + ing = singing (melody). 

(4) Words usually retain the silent e before a suffix begin- 
ning with a consonant; as, trovbIe-\-807ne — trovble80me, stored 
house = storehouse^ white + ness = whiteness. 

Exceptions : abridge + rnent == abridgment, acknowledge + meni «* ao- 
knowledgment, lodge + ment = lodgment, judge + vnent >= judgment. 
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(5) Words ending with e preceded hy c or g retain the e 
before a suffix b^inning with a or o, to preserve the soft 
sound of c or ^r; aa, courage -\-(m8 = courcLgeou8, notice + able ^ 
noticeablCf etc 

(6) Words ending with ie change the ie to y before the 
suffix ing; as, die-\-ing = dyingy tie +ing=' tying, 

(7) Words of more than one syllable ending with y pre- 
ceded by a consonant usually change the y into i before a 
suffix; as, busy bly^^busUy, glory -\-ou8=glori<m8, study-^ea^ 
9tvdie8. 

Exceptions: Final y is sometimes changed to e instead of {; as, 
txmniy + otM » bounteous^ plenty + ous =plerUeouSf etc. 

Derivatives formed by adding the suffix ship retain the y : 
lady-^-ship — ladyshipf surety + ship = suretyship. Y is also re- 
tained in the possessive case singular of nouns ; as, Mar^s, 
hd'ifs. 

(8) Words ending in y preceded by a vowel usually retain 
the y unchanged before a suffix; as, convey -^ ing = conveying, 
pay •\- able =» payable, survey + or = surveyor. 

Exceptions : day + ly^ daily, pay + 0d se paid, etc. 

(9) Words ending in c hard add k before suffixes beginning 
with e, t, or y, to preserve the hard sound of c ; as, traffic-\- ing *» 
trafficking, physic + e(2 » physicked, zinc + y » zincky.
